(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains.

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Woo et al (6,436,442 B1; coi. 1, lines 15-25; col. 27, line 41 through col. 29, line 11). 

Woo et al disclose an air filter comprising a filter medium containing a 
microbiologically effective amount of a polymeric biguanide or salt thereof wherein the 
polymeric biguanide contains at least two biguanide units in which the polymeric 
biguanide is poly(hexamethylene biguanide). Woo et al further disclose a method for 
reducing odors and air-borne micro-organisms or a method for protecting an air filter 
medium against microbial degradation by incorporating on the medium a 
microbiologically effective amount of a polymeric biguanide or salt thereof. It would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
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was made to provide a filter medium incorporating an effective amount of a polymeric 
biguanide as taught by Woo et al since polymeric biguanide is well known in the art as 
disinfectant or sanitizer or effective antimicrobial material.

- Uchiyama et al (US 2002/0010154 A1) disclose compositions comprising 
cyclodextrin. 

- Worley et al (US 2003/0143187 A1 ) disclose use of N-halamine biocidal 
polymer for odor control.
